others of late, reports the Mexicans ex- 
tremely cordial toward the United States 
and anxious to cultivate our friendship 
and our commerce, despite our failure to 
recognize the Obregon government..

The nursing mother cannot afford

its control of the circulation of

blood, which affects the supply and 
quality of the milk. 


The mother's diet should be ap-
